Inquiry respecting the Note of a Bird.—During the spring and autumn of i851, I 
heard the notes of a bird that seemed so unlike any I had heard before, that I was in- 
duced to transfer them to the music-stave, in the hope that some of your readers might 
recognize the bird that uttered them. The trill, if trill it 
can be called, was uttered three times consecutively, and in 
a hurried manner. It is represented by the following: — 


It struck me that it was uttered by one of our larger birds, as the low note was deeply 


guttural ; but I knew of no bird to which I could attribute it, though well acquainted 
with all our wild woodland calls. If any of your readers can unravel the mystery, I 
shall esteem it a favour.—Peter Inchbald ; Storthes Hall, Huddersfield, Dec., 1851. 

The Spurious Grous.—Has the spurious grous been proved a distinct species since 
Temminck, in the second Supplement to the ‘ Manuel d’Ornithologie, pronounced it 
a hybrid between Urogallus and Tetrix? Is not this implied by giving it a separate 
name in the ‘ Zoologist List’? — Philornis. 

[The ‘ Zoologist List’ has no opinion of its own: it records whatever ornitholo- — 
gists have stated to be a British bird, and thus escapes all responsibility. Edward 
Newman has an opinion: he would consign the spurious grous, and many other spe- 
cies, to oblivion.— EZ. N.] 

Occurrence of the American Freckled Bittern in Anglesea in case the information — 
should not reach the ‘ Zoologist’ through any other channel, I beg to mention that I 
saw last week, in the flesh, a specimen of the above rare bird, which had been shot in 
Anglesea, and sent to London to be preserved.—J. H. Gurney; Easton, Dec. 19, 1851. 

Rare Visitors. — Last week the gamekeeper of W. Willes, Esq., of Astrop House, 


shot near his «»~ployer’s mansion two fine and rare birds, viz., the Egyptian ganser or 
~Gambo goose. They are nearly as large as an English wild goose, and are beautifully 


variegated. They are common in Egypt, the Cape, and other parts of Africa, but are 
rare in England. Mr. W. Norris, of Brackley, has them for preservation. | 
~ Occurrence of Trochilium Chrysidiforme tu Hampshire.-—- As my specimen of this 

rare Sphinx was taken at Dover, and Mr. Shepherd possesses a second from the col- 
lection of the late Mr. Haworth, I have no doubt of its being an indigenous insect ; 
but as it is rejected as such by Messrs. Doubleday and Stephens in their recent Lists, 
it is very desirable that Mr. Barron should state in the ‘ Zoologist’ any particulars he 
may be able to learn concerning the date and place of the capture of his specimen. 
I hope I may be excused for asking also if Mr. B. is positive of its being the species 
he has named ?—J. C. 

Porrected Labial Apparatus of the Stent —No one having sillend the above query 
of Mr. Guyon’s, [ would refer him to Curtis’s ‘ British Entomology, where, at p. 164, 
the remarkable apparatus he alludes to jis figured, and its different parts described in 
the letter-press which accompanies the figures, It is an elongation, at the pleasure 
of the Stenus, of the labium or under-lip, at the extremity of which are two lobes, and 
between them the labial palpi or feelers. As these insects are believed to be carnivo- 
tous, this power, which is exhibited also in the larve of the dragon-flies, is no doubt 
to enable the beetle to entrap its prey, while the former rests, like a little alligator, 
amongst the reeds and rushes by the sides of brooks, on the mud &c., or darts along 
the surface of the water. If Mr. G. would send a list of the names of the species in 
which he has observed this peculiar structure, it would be very acceptable to meaty of 
the readers of the* Zoologist.’—J. C.
